THE TRIAL OF 


JOHN DONELLAN, Ej; at Warwick, (om Friday laft) 
for the Murder of Sir Theodofius Boughton, Bart. 


AT a quarter before feven the prifoner was brayght into Court, and 
the Judge arriving foon afterwards,.Mr Donellan was placed at the 
bar in the ufial manner, and the Jury being impanneled and fworn, 

Mr Howurth, the leading countel for the'profeeution, proceeded to 
open the merits of this fingular cafe, in a fpeech which took up an 
hour and a quarter in delivering : —He fet out with obferving, that it 
was by no means his. wiih or intention to aggravate, by any defcription 
of his, the circumflances of the crime that was then to be submitred to 
the determination’of the Court, for fuch was the nature of it, ynlucki- 
ly for the priloner,* who ftood under the charge, that a bare and im- 
partial narrative would be amply fafficient for thofe who had the con- 
duct of the profecution. Of all means, he faid, which ingenious mif- 
chief had hitherto devifed for the detteudtion of the human race, there 
were none fo cruel nor fo defpicable as poifun. “Other means or in- 
ftruments of death left poilible traces of difeovery, and implied fome 
degree of opennefs ia the perpetrator, but this precluded fearch, and 
argued equal cowardice and villany. ‘The danger of cvery erime was 
encreafed in prop wtion to the encreafe of difficulty in avoiding the ef- 
fects, and when any means of proof cosld be found to eftablith the 
guilt of poifon in the conviction of impartial meny there was none that 
fo loudly demanded the unmitigated exereifg of rigid jultice as it did, 
He had no doubt that he thould be able to prove to the fatisfaétion of 
the Jury, that the prifoner had been gnilty of this blackeit of all 
crimes, and after having flated the circumftances on which he founded 
his own prefumption, he fhould make himfelf confident of their con- 
ezrrence, and hoped that if that fhopld be the ‘cafe, they would,. by 
an open and juit verdict, confign him to the fate his crime fo ftrongly 
called for. Mr Howarth now entered igto-a general narrative “of the 
circumftances attending the death of Sir ‘Theodofius Boughton, and of 
the conduét of the pritoner at the time of his death, as weil@s for tome 
time previous and fubfequent, but as thele will be the beft underftood, 
and come alfo with more force and authenticity fromf the particular 
perfoas who adduced them in evidence, we thall osfiit this reeapitula- 
tion, and proceed to lay the fats before our readers as they arofe in 
the courte of the teftimony that wasgivgn. ‘ arcs ; 

‘The frit witnets that was called for thd profeeution was Mr Powel, 

an apothecary at Rughy.—The wituefs faid, that Rugby, the place 
where he lived, was within three miles of Lawford-hall, where the 
late Sir ‘Theodofius Boughton refided at the time of his death. He 
was employed by the deceafed te cure him of a venereal complaint 
which he had contracted immediately before his application to him ; 
but it was very flight, and by no means a continuation of any old dif- 
order of that kind, as had been, be belizved, often reprefented. He 
adminittered cooling phyfic to him for three weeks; after which, fixp- 
poling that his patient was in no further need of medicine, he fufpend- 
ed this application; but in a fortnight afterwards, on a trifling {we'!l- 
ing avifing in his groin, he again admiuiftered fome draughts, which, 
however, were of the moft gentle and innocent kind, They contifted 
of four dotes, and were compofed, two of-them of mannaand falts on- 
ly, the other of rhubarb and jallap, fifteen grains each. The laft 
dofe which he fent him was fent on the 29th of Auguit, the day be- 
fore the death of Sic Theodofius, by William Froft, a fervant to Lady 
Boughton. He alfo faw the decealed the fame day, who was at that 
time in perfect health and fpirits. ‘Theday following, being Weduef- 
day the 30th of Auguft, he was fent for by Lady Boughton to Law- 
ford-Hal', by the fuid William Fro‘, whe had come for the draught 
the preceding day. Jt was nine o’clock when he arrived there, and 
whea he went into Sir Theodofius’s room, which he did immediately 
on his arrival, he found that he had been dead above an hour, Cap- 
tain Donellan accompanied him into the room, hut, though a medi- 
cal man, alked hun no queftions concerning the event which had ta- 
ken place: but on being interrogated as to the nature of his death by 
the witnefs, Captain Doaellan Mid, that Sir Theodofius had died in 
convuliions, and withed te make him, the witnefs, believe, that the 
caufe of it was cold, for that he was an impradéent young man, and 
took no care of himfelf. The body bore ho appearance of diltortion 
when he faw it, and the bottles which contained the draughts were not 
then in the room. The witnels now produced two bortles in Court, 
exadtly of the fame colour, but differing very much in their finell and 
tafte, and in the etfeéts of their ingcedients ; the one was comprited of 
fifteen grains of rhubarb, and an equal quantity of jallap, with two 
drachms of nutmeg water, and ditto of Gimple liquid. ‘The other had 
the fame ingredients in it, but had alfo an infufion of laure! water, a 
water diftilled from the laurel leaf. The firft of thefe, he faid, was 
perfe@ly innocent, the other the ftrangeft poifom that could be admi- 
niltered. 

The witnefs was crofs-examiped by Mr Newnham, the leading coun- 
fel for the prifoner, and alked, whether or no the draughts which he 
fent to the deceated were not fometimes attended with violent opera- 
tion, and whether or no they did not fometimes purge him extremely, 
and fometimes make him fick ? 

To each of thefe queftions the witnefs répliecd in the negative, and 
faid he was fure that neither of thefe effects were produced by his me- 
dicine ; for though it might purge him, yet it certainly did it gently ; 
and, as for creating ficknets, he did not believe that to be any quality 
of it at all. 








Lady Boughton was next called. 
Q. by the counlel, What age was your fon, Theodofius Boughton, 
at the time of his deceafe ? 
A. He was twenty on the third of Augufl, the month in which he 
died. 
Q. What fortune would he have poffeffed, had he attained the pe- 
riod of his maturity ? ‘ 
A. Upwards of two thoufand pounds per annum. 
Q. At his deceate, to whom was this fortune, or the major part of 
it, to devolve? 
A. ‘Che greater part of it was to defeend to his fitter, the wife of 
the prifoner at the bar. 
Q. How long has Captain Donellan refided at Lawford-Hall ? 
A. He éame fome time ta the year 1778, and remained there from 
that time till the death of Sir Theodofius. . 
Q. How long had Sir Theodoflus himilf refided at the fame place e

Q. Was any gentleman expeéted at Lawford- Hall to make a vifit to 
Sir Theodofius ? ‘ 

A. Yes; a Mr Fonnterean, who was to hare (taid a week, after 
which Sir ‘Vheodofius intended to have accompanied him to Northamp- 
tonfhire, and to have (aid fome time. 

Q. When was Mr Formereau expedted, or when did he arrive ? 

A. He came on Frislay whe 2d of September, which was three days 
after the deccafe of Sir Mheodofius. . 

Q. Then Sir Theod fiug, would have very foon left Lawford-Hall for 
a confiderable time ? We. ese 

A. Certainly, if deatW hile net prevented him: 

Q. Where was the plas generally kept whith Sir TheodoGus bad 
been in the habit of raking? aia 

A. It ufed to be locked up, but was afterwards thifted into Sir The 
odofius’s onter room, where it was not locked; but ftood upon a fhelf, 

Q. What was the reafon of this change ? - ’ 

A. One day when Sir Theodofius had forgot to take it, Capt. Dos ” 
nellan obferved to him, that he had much better not lock his phyfie 
up, but keep it in fome fituation where it might be before his eyes, fo 
that he might run no hazard of mifling it ; and from. that time it was 
placed upon an open hhelf. 

Q. Where was Sir ‘Theodofius on the Tuefday, the day before his 
death ? 

A. I faw him in the afternoon. He went a fithing about fix in the 
evening, and took the gardeger and coachman wich him. 

Q. Did you fee Captain Donellan for fome time after dinner? 

A. No: Mrs Donellan and I walked in the garden for upwards of 
an hour, and faw nothing of him; but about feven o’clock in the eve- 
ning hecaine to us, and faid “ he had been feciag Sir ‘Theodofius fith, 
*© and lad perfuaded him to return home, left he fhould catch cold.” 

Q. When did you fee Sir Theodofius after that ? 

A. He came home about nine o'clock, aod went to bed foon afters 
wards, having firlt requelted me to lend him my fervant to go a-fithe 
ing with him in the morning, and to come and give him his phyfic 
myfelf, for he liked beft to receive it from me, 

Q. Was he in good health and {pirits ac that time? 

A. Perfectly fo. 

Q. When did you fee him again ? 

A. The next morning at ven. 

Q. How washe then 

A. In perfeét health. 

Q. What converfation took place between you? 

A. We had fome converfation abont a net which he,frid he intended 
to take with him a fithing. After which he afked for his phyfic, and 
thewed me. where the bottles flood: He firft requefted me, however, 
to get him a bit of cheefe before he took it, which I accordingly did. 
—I then took down the bottles, and read the labels, which were, 
‘© purging draughts for Sir Theodofius Bonghton.””—I then poured one 
of them into 2 tea-cup ; but, as Sir Theodefias obferved I had not flia- 
ken it, he requefted me fo return it into the bottle and thake it. I did 
fo, and gave it him tovdrink, which he did accordingly ; g, at the . 
fame time, thatthe tafte of it was extremely naufcous. For my part, 
the fmell of it fuggefted to me the idea of bitter almonds. 

The two different bottles which had heen produced in Court by Me 
Powell, were now prefented to her Ladythip, and the was afked to in 
form the Court which of them refembled in imell that which the gave 
her fon. Having fimelt each, the faid, ** Thisis it which refembles 
the fmell of that I gave my fon.”=This bottle being prefented to the 
gentlemen of the faculty, proved to be that which had the deco¢tiun 
of laurel leaves infuled in it. 

The Countfel now refumed his interrogations. 

Q. What happened after Sir Theodofius had taken this draught ? 

A. He obferved, he did not think he should be able to keep it on 
his ftomach,—he ftrugzled very ‘much—gnggled in his ftomach, and 
appeared in convulfions. In about ten minutes, however, he appear- 
ed more compofed, and the left him. In about five minutes fre re- 
turned again to his reom, and, to her great aflonithment, found him 
in a dreadful aod alarming fituation, with his eyes fixed upwards, his 
teeth clenched, his ftomach heaving violently, and froth ifluing from 
his mouth. , 

Q. What ftep did you take ia confequence of thefe appetrances ? 

A. Timmediatcly difpatched a meffage to Mr Powell to obtain all 
the affiftance 1 could get. 

Q. How fvon afterwards did you fee the prifoner? 

A. In about five minutes. ; 

Q. What pafled between you ? 

A. Linformed him of the melancholy and unaccountable accident 
which had happened ; and he faid, he would go into Sir Theo.tofius’s 
room along with me. We went together, and when we came there | 
told him it had all happened from what had been given him in the 
bottle, and that I believed the contents of that bottle would have been 
flrong enough to have poifoned a dog. Upon my faying this, the pri- 
foner afked where the bottles were. She told him; upon which * he 
* feized one of them, and inmmediatcly poured fome water into ir, 
“ rinced it, aad then poured it into a balon of dirty water.”—I afked 
him why he did this? and faid, it was very improper to touch the bot~ 
tles, or any thing in the room, till the apothecary arrived, that he 
might fee the true ftate of every thing, and judge accordingly. He 
took no notice of what I faid, but fhatched the ovher bottle alfo, aad 
rinced ic in a fimilar manner. Upon my afking him the reafon of this 
conda& again, and urging it more ftrongly, he replied, he only did jt 
to tafte the contents, and afterwards put his finger to the bottle, atd 
then to his mouth. 

Q. Did he tafte the firft bottle ?—A. No. 

Q What happened immediately after this? 

A. Two fervants, Sarah Plundcll and Catha ine Amos, came ir- 
to the room; upon which the prifoner ordered Sarah Blundell to 
take away the bottles and clean the room. I took the bottles out of 
her hand when fhe was going toe remove them, and bid her Jet them 
alone. ‘The prifoner infiited however, that the roem thould be clean- 
cd; on which the bottles and other things were at laf removed. 

Q. How much time had intervened after Sir “Vhcodofius had been 
fir(t jeized with his diforder, till the room was ordered to be cleaned 
Ly the prifoner?—A. I do not exaétly know. 

Q. Was Sir Theodofius entirely dead when the operation was per- 
forming ?—A. Not quite. 

. What took place between you and the prifoner efcerwards ? 

A. We met foon after in the parlour, where Mrs Donellan was alfo 
prefent--Capt. Donellan then obterved to his wife, that Lady Bough- 
ton had been pleafed to take notice of his wathi»g the bottles, * and if 
it had net come iato his head to have faid that he did it to tafte the

up a vindication of himfelf, which he hoped the world would believe, 
for it was of more confequence to him to fpeak truth than falfehood, 
and had no doubt but time would reveal the many mylteries that had 
arifen in his trial, and prove that he fell a facrifice to the malice and 
black defigns of his - . After praying fervently fome time, he 

Jet his handkerchief fall, a fignal agreed on between him and the exc- 

cutioner, and was launched into eternity. After hanging the ufual
